ORDER

The commission grants HAWAII ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY,
INC.'s ("HELCO") request for an extension of time to file its
3" Integrated Resource Plan and Action Plans (collectively,

n3® TRp") from October 31, 2005 to December 29, 2006.

I.
Background

By Order No. 20821 filed on February 26, 2004, the
commission opened this docket to commence the next integrated
resource planning ("IRP") cycle for HELCO and to examine HELCO's
3* IRP, to be submitted no later than October 31, 2005.

On April 12, 2004, HELCO filed a letter with the
commission attaching the procedural schedule it intended to
follow in developing its 3™ IRP. The procedural schedule,
prepared in consultation with the Department of Commerce
and Consumer Affairs, Division of Consumer Advocacy
("Consumer Advocate"), set October 31, 2005 as the deadline for

the 3™ IRP.



On October 31, 2005, HELCO and the Consumer Advocate
submitted a proposed Stipulated Procedural Order, which stated
HELCO's request to extend the deadline to file its 3™ IRP from
October 31, 2005 to December 29, 2006, and the Consumer

Advocate's lack of objection to HELCO's request.®

Discussion

Hawaii Administrative Rules § 6-61-23(a) (1) provides
the commission with the discretion, for good cause shown, to
enlarge a period by which a required act must be completed, if a
written request 1is made before the expiration of the period
originally prescribed.

In support of its timely extension request, HELCO
states that, as a result of HELCO's IRP Advisory Group's on-going
participation in the IRP process, "HELCO has scheduled additional
technical meetings which help to increase the transparency of the
IRP process and help facilitate the technical understanding of
advisory group members. In order to facilitate this learning
process with respect to IRP concepts, and to continue to provide
sufficient opportunities for the IRP Advisory Group to provide
input into the development of its IRP-3, HELCO requires

additional time to complete its IRP-3 process."’

'See Exhibit 1, attached. The revised procedural schedule
is attached to the proposed Stipulated Procedural Order.

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Since the inception of HELCO's present IRP cycle in
February 2004, HELCO's Advisory Group has met on a regular
basis,’ with additional meetings still scheduled. Also scheduled
are the preliminary and final integration analysis results,
public meetings, review of the public comments, formulation of
the draft 3™ IRP, review of the comments on the draft 3™ IRP, and
finalization of the 3™ IRP for filing with the commission.
Accordingly, the commission: (1) finds good cause to enlarge the
deadline by which HELCO must comply with Order No. 20821; and

(2) grants HELCO's request for an extension of time.

STIPULATED PROCEDURAL ORDER

By Order No. 20821, filed February 26, 2004, the Commission opellled Hawaii
Electric Light Company, Inc.’s (“HECO”) 3" cycle of integrated resource planning
(“IRP-3"), and ordered HELCO to file its IRP-3 by October 31, 2005. Order No. 20821
also ordered HELCO to develop, in consultation with the Division of Consumer
Advocacy of the Department of Commerce and Consumer Affairs (the “‘Consumer
Advocate”), the schedule it intended to follow in the development of its IRP-3.

On April 12, 2004, HELCO filed the schedule it intended to follow for its IRP-3,
such schedule developed in consultation with the Consumer Advocate.

Since March 2004, HELCO has held numerous meetings on the development of its
IRP-3 with its IRP Advisory Group. HELCO’s IRP Advisory Group, comprised of a
diverse group of individuals that has displayed a spirited participation in the IRP public
input process, has requested additional detailed information on the technical inputs and
methodology of the IRP process. To accommodate these requests by the IRP Advisory

Group, HELCO has scheduled additional technical meetings which help to increase the



transparency of the IRP process and help facilitate the technical understanding of
advisory group members. In order to facilitate this learning process with respect to IRP
concepts, and to continue to provide sufficient opportunities for the IRP Advisory Group
to provide input into the development of its IRP-3, HELCO requires additional time to
complete its IRP-3 process.

HELCO respectfully requests an extension of time, from October 31, 2005 to
December 29, 2006, to complete its IRP-3 process and file its IRP-3 report. The revised
IRP-3 schedule, developed in consultation with the Consumer Advqcate, is attached. The
Consumer Advocate does not object to this request for an extension of timé.
